This morning the thermometer stcel st Zero, 
Capt. Baker mounted his horse av an early hour and went out 
in search of a better road and in a short time came back 
and reported that he had found a way, by which we could 
evade climbing any farther up the mountain. Capt. Baker 
ordered his fifty to hitch-up and we were on the way by 
10A8.M, After crossing a short steep hill we landed in a 
beautiful pass, and in a short time were in the valley, 
beyond and ahead of the other fifty, although they were 


some miles farther on last night than we were, They had
